ROGER CASEMENT ON TRIAL. 


fiupposed Chief of Irish Rebellion 


Heard in Bow Street Court. 


LONDON, May J5.~Sir 
Roger 


Casement, the supposed 
head and 


prime instigator of the Sinn Fein re- 
bellion in Ireland, was arraigned to- 
day In the Bow street police court 
and charged with high treason. 


The few spectators who were per- 


mitted to enter the famous old po- 
lice court were 
considerably sur- 


prised when a second prisoner was 
placed beside Casement in the dock. 
This man was Daniel Julian Bailey, 
• private soldier whose home is at 
.Wembley, a village 
near London. 


Bailey was arrested at'Wandsworth, 
a London suburb, yesterday. He 
jwas jointly charged with Casement 
iwith high treason, but his exact con- 
nection with the Sinn Fein ere has 
not so far been made public. 


In the formal charge Casement is 


described aa of no occupation and no 
ftved abode. 


Shortly after the magistrate had 


taken bis seat, Casement and his fel- 
low prisoner were 
shown into the 


dock. Casement's 
apfcearance was 


vastly different from that of the man 
iwho gained tame In 1912 by his ex- 
posure of the cruelties practiced on 
natives in Putumayo 
by a British 


rubber company. 
He sat in the 


dock, resting his chin on his hand 
and occasionally looking toward the 
inaglstrate.

K. M.), May 15. — The value of the 
crmy mule, which wavered momen- 
tarily when automobile trucks in tha 
Villa chase demonstrated their adap- 
tability for mountain transportation, 
has been vindicated by the result of 
this campaign. 


In transporting supplies overland 


to the main bases, through a country 
without railroads, the automobile 
trucks have proven much superior 
to the old fashioned 
mule wagon 


teams, the reliance when Geronlmo 
was 
pursued 
through this same 


country.

pack animals have gone beyond the 
new truck lines into country where 
no wheeled vehicle yet invented can 
move, crossing chasm and climbing 
through mountain forests where It 
has been necessary to trample patha 
through the brush.

flAR-LE-DCC. France, May 15.— 


The post of military motor-car con- 
ductor, much sought 
as a sort of 


safe refuge near the front" and a 
safe berth in the rear during the 
earlier period ot thew ar has become 
a post of honor. 
Many drivers are 


now wearing the coveted war cross, 
a tew of them have earned the mil- 
itary medal. 


Motor car transports carrying men 


and munitions did 
what the rail- 


roads would have 
done had their 


lines been sufficient jn the battles of 
Verdun. There was nothing but a 
local departmental 
narrow 
gauge 


railroad leading from the supply de- 
pots behind the front to the battle 
field — inadequate to bring up sup- 
plies alone, to say nothing of re- 
ir/orcements. cannon and ammuni- 
tion. To provision the army of Ver- 
dun it was necessary 
to exploit a 


circuit of 85 miles of road like a 
railroad with motor cars. The mo- 
tor car acquitted itself so well that 
it was cited to the orders of the day 
of the army. 
Motor lorries, motor 


tractors dragging big guns, motor 
carry-alls bringing up reinforce- 
ments, 
motor 
ammunition trans- 


ports, suceeded each other around 
that 85-mile circuit at 20 second in- 
tervals, forming a continuous line 
that 
amounted 
practically to the 


same thing as a railroad train 85 
miles long. 


The circuit is reserved exclusively 


for motor cars, and is exploited by a 
commission at Bar-le-Duc that does 
nothing else than see that the route 
i» kept free from obstruction, pro- 
tected from the enemy's air craft, 
and that the endless line of cars is 
l.ept in motion. All night as well 
as all day the line moves around the 
circuit. After dark a well organized 
Signal service regulates 
the traffic 


, as they approach the 
front, 


smits routing orders to different 


detachments 
of cars by 
luminous 


eigns. 
At times 
with the signals 


and headlights the long line resem- 
bles a gigantic glow worm crawling 
around .the circuit. 


The route reserved to motor cars 


is divided into 'six 
sections, each 


with a chsef who supervises repairs 
by strong crews of military road- 
men in places where the wear has 
become excessive, and directs the po- 
lice protection of the circuit. 
The 


game commission 
that 
keeps the 


route open and the cars moving su- 
pervises the loading of supplies and 
munitions at stations relatively re- 
mote from the front. 
The drivers 


of ammunition cars receive their or- 
ders on starting— their destination 
is one of the most closely guarded 
secrets for it is as important to pro- 
tect the ammunition depot at the 
front from possible indiscretions as 
from the enemy's aeroplane bombs. 
The spots are always chosen by ex- 
pert eyes and solidly sheltered. 
On 


the return trip the motor car supply 
wagons bring back relieved troops, 
•wounded men, or damaged war ma- 
terial. 


During the 50 days of this intense 


circulation night and day, the move- 
ment of the cars has been'lo well 
regulated that acidents 
have been 


surprisingly 
rare. 
Casualties 
to 


drivers, also, have been compara- 
tively few though the circuit is not 
out of range of the enemy's artil- 
lery. The heavier transports of ma- 
terial approach within a few miles 
oJI the firing line, the lighter ones 
much closer while 
the ambulance 


motor cars get right up to the fire. 
The driver, of course, has contribut- 
ed as much as the organization to 
the results obtained. He is generally 
a man of the 
auxiliary, physically 


inapt for armed service, or a terri- 
torial. 
Most of them are volunteers 


_ men who had been given Quiet 
berths in the rear but who, tired of 
them after a few months, wanted to 
get Into 
real action. 
They 
are 


more than accommodated here at 
present for the 
hours of rest are 


parcimoniously 
counted. 
Drivers, 


sometimes, vanquished 
by 
fatigue, 


drop asleep on the seats

- cars, re-awaking as if by telepathic 


signal, often, Just In time to avoid 
a catastrophy. The strain, physical 
and mental, is so great that the bick

tory Extensively. 


I'ntil the present war broka out It 


was said with truth that outalde the 
government service 
there were no 


men in this country who could make 
military rifles. 


On numerous occasions American 


manufacturers of sporting rifles had 
attempted to get- orders from for- 
eign governments, but owing to the 
cheapness ot 
foreign 
labor, their 


prices were always too high. In an 
article on munition plants in the 
New York Times, a prominent gun- 
maker is quoted as saying that men 
able to make sporting rifles equal 
to any in the world are not able to 
make military rifles. 


Several times European countries 


hard pressed for rifles have ordered 
them made 
in America, and the 


American makers were compelled to 
offer inducements 
to 
foreign gun 


machinists to teach Americans. 


Today all this is changed, and one 


man, Marcellus Hartley Dodge, who 
at the age of 33 owns every share of 
stock in the largest small arms fac- 
tory in this country, is, to a large ex- 
tent, responsible. 


He was in Germany at the time 


the war broke out. From Berlin he 
went to Paris and London. In each 
city he talked with government offi- 
cials likely to have charge of muni- 
tions, and though he came back to 
America without an order, he started 
to work to double his factory capac- 
ity. 
In less than a year he spent 


$12,000,000 on new buildings and 
machinery. 


He placed orders for machinery 


many months before the beginning 
of the inrush 
of munition orders 


which all but 
swamped the arms 


makers. At present this company is 
taking on new employes at the rate 
of 2,000 a month. When running 
full capacity it will employ 50,000 
persons, while before the war it em- 
ployed about 6,000. 


In former times the business of 


this company amounted 
to about 


$10,000,000 a year. 
On the basis 


of its present contracts, its business 
this year will amount to over $100,- 
000,000. 


The Times calls attention to the 


fact that except 
for 
Germany no 


other country in 
the world could 


have increased its arms output to 
such an extent in such a short time 


The 
particular 
value 
of this 


achievement, however, lies not so 
much in the 
commercial prosperity 


which the added business is bring- 
ing, as in the future value to the 
United States of a works which can 
produce a great supply of munitions. 


In this plant many officers of the 


army and navy are employed. The 
government released them on leave 
of absence in order that they might 
enlist 
their 
ability in a project 


•which, while it is not officially con- 
nected with the army, is neverthe- 
less of great value to it. 


This one company 
can turn out 


more rifles and cartridges in a year 
than the United States government. 
The European war gave it an oppor- 
tunity to increase its business ten 
times, and incidentally doubled this 
country's arms resources in times of 
war.

THE IRAWADDY. 


This great river which is navigable 


for a thousand miles, runs through 
the heart of Burma and affords the 
traveler a wonderful opportunity to 
gee the Orient from a deck chair.

But the Polly waa a ship of peace 
'4md never fought anything except 
the elements, which onthls coast, es- 
pecially in winter, provide enough 
excitement for anyone.
